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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 1-3, filed 1 1/10/04, with respect to the rejection of 
claim 24, cited as being anticipated by Huttenlocher et al (U.S. Patent Number 6,01,905), have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The examiner concedes that Huttenlocher fails to 
expressly disclose of changing a specific page each time one unit of transmission data 
corresponding to one block is sent. Therefore, the rejection of claim 24 has been withdrawn. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The references listed in the Information Disclosure Statement submitted on 2/1/05 have 
been considered by the examiner (see attached PTO-1449). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3, 5-15, 21, 24, and 28 are allowed (renumbered as claims 1-14, 16, 17, and 
15, respectively). 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 7, in the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to have a 
system, as claimed, include the features requiring the sending apparatus to repeatedly send 
transmission data corresponding to a different block included in a specific page, changing the 
specific page each time one unit of transmission data corresponding to one block is sent, and also 
requiring the receiving apparatus to refer to page information by checking page information in 
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the header information each time document information is received, to select the page from the 
plurality of pages if recognized that at least one page of the document should be received, and to 
receive the selected page of the document information so as to display the document information 
on a display panel. The closest prior art, noted as Ogata et al (U.S Patent Number 4,827,349) 
and Huttenlocher et al (U.S. Patent Number 6,01 1,905), each do not expressly teach of these 
features. Particularly, each fail to expressly disclose of changing the specific page each time one 
block unit is sent, and also requiring the receiving apparatus to refer to page information by 
checking page information in the header information each time document information is 
received. Because of this, the claim is rendered allowable. 

Regarding claim 21 (renumbered claim 16), in the examiner's opinion, it would not have 
been obvious to have a system, as claimed, include a sending apparatus comprising a spreading 
device for spreading the communication signal by using a spreading sequence and a receiving 
apparatus comprising an inputting device for inputting a password, a spreading sequence 
generating device for generating the spreading sequence by using the input password, a 
dispreading device for dispreading the received communication signal by using the spreading 
sequence and an extracting device for extracting the document information from the dispreading 
communication signal. The closest prior art, noted as Ogata et al (U.S Patent Number 
4,827,349) and Huttenlocher et al (U.S. Patent Number 6,01 1,905), each do not expressly teach 
of these features. Particularly, each fail to expressly disclose of changing the specific page each 
time one block unit is sent, and also requiring the receiving apparatus to refer to page 
information by checking page information in the header information each time document 
information is received. Because of this, the claim is rendered allowable. 
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Regarding claim 24 (renumbered claim 17), in the examiner's opinion, it would not have 
been obvious to have an apparatus, as claimed, include the features of changing the specific page 
each time one unit of transmission data corresponding to one block is sent. The closest prior art, 
noted as Ogata et al (U.S Patent Number 4,827,349) and Huttenlocher et al (U.S. Patent 
Number 6,01 1,905), each do not expressly teach of this feature. Particularly, each fail to 
expressly disclose of changing the specific page each time one block unit is sent. Because of 
this, the claim is rendered allowable.
